Before wet- 


ting any calico, rub soap on the grease 
spots?bard 
soap, or soft soap 
a year 


old. 
Alum is good to 
set the 
color 


of green. 
Salt put 
into tbe 
rinsing 


water of blue, black or 
green calico, 


will prevent the colors running 
into 


each other. 
Some washerwomen 
use 


eight gills or salt in four quarts 
of 


boiling water, ami put the calicoes in 
While hot, leaving them in until cold 
which process 
is to render 
the colors 


permanent, 
so they will not fade by 


subsequent 
washing. 
Cotton 
goods, 


except pure white, should 
never 
re- 


main in water a moment longer than 
necessary, 
and should be dried in the 


shade.

meetings,

Mission Schools, 
the Christian 
Com- 


mission, 
and 
the Sanitary 
Commis- 


sion. 
For a long time Moody's life 


was 
a mystery 
to observant 
meu in 


Chicago. 
A bankrupt, with no capi- 


tal, no occupation 
but talking, with- 


out any 
visible 
means 
of support, 


Chicago was 
worried until it discov- 


ered that Faeweli. 
was backing tlie 


energetic 
exliorter. 
About this time 


the Methodist Church 
Block was the 


centre 
of the religious 
excitement. 


Merchants, 
lawyers, clerks, politicians 


and loafers crowded 
the lecture room 


at noon daily to see 
brother Moody

two minutes, 
and 
brother 
Moody's 


little bell became

If brother Smith, forgetting 


earthly 
matters, 
knocked

bell.

third and fourth tap followed it.

Brother Smith failed to note Moody's

Brother Moody would start

And then Brother Smith's

pilgrimage was over and he sat down. 
Taking warning from this, when the

religion of

to their degradation for six
